A plan to inform 
about price ceiling regulations by 
sending bulletins to all firms under 
licence tio the Wartime Prices and 
‘trade Board has bean announced, 

“Every business which has already 
applied for or obtained a Wise beni 
Prices and 'T'rade Board licence is now 
on the mailing list to receive these 
business bulletins.” explained G R. 
Morphy, director of licensing. As 
each new apriicaticn for licence 13 
received, the name of the applicant 
will be added.” 

Apart from the legal requirements 
which make it obligatory for every 
licensee to notify the Board after 
March 31 of any chamge in name, 
ownership or character of his bus- 
fness within ten day's after such 
change, such notification will enable 
the ‘Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
to kee its mailing list information 
up to date. 

Every person who buys for resale 
or offers for sale any goods must 
obtain a Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board license, unless he has already 
obtained one under a previous Board 
licensing order. Farmers, gardeners, 
livestock and poultry, producers, and 
fishermen, need no licence unless ibuy- 
ing for resale. Operators of private 
boarding houses and employees of 
gensons or firms thamselves subject 
to licence are also exempt. 

The current licensing order also ap- 
plies to those providing services which 
bave been brought under the price 
eeiling. These include: the supplying 
of electricitty, gas, steam and water; 
telegraph, wireless and telephone ser- 
vices; transportation of goods and 
persons and the provision of dock and 
harbor facilities; warehousing) and 
undertaking and embalming; laund- 
ering cleaning tailoring and dress- 
qnaking; hair dressing and beauty 
parlor services; plumbing, heating, 
painting, redecorating, cleaning» and 
renovating; repairing of all. kinds; 
mipplying meals and beverages; eX- 
bibiting motion pictures process 
manufacturing on a custom or com- 
mission basis. 

Licence application forms have been 
digtributed to al] post offices. Upon 
completion these are to be mailed, 
post free, to the Director of Licensing, 
[Wartime Prices and ‘Trade Board, Ot- 
tawa. There is no licence fee. 

Upon receipt of completed forms, 
the Directtor of Licensing will mail 
to each applicant, a licence identifi- 
cation card bearing his licence number 
which will be valid for the duration 
of the maximum price regulations. 
jAfter March 31, any official or in- 
veatigator of the Board may require 
the production of this identification 
eard by any business subject to the 
price ceiling regulations. ;

There is not much to tell but I like 
to send along what news I have be- 
fore it is too stale to bother with, 


With the Legion I join in extending 
my sympathy to the parents and 
friends of Tony Mauza whose death 
was reported in the Calgary Herald 
received recently. Tony was a clevar 
boy and popular with everyone and 
everything a igpod soldier should be: 
It’s a high price we pay for our liber- 
ty. 

Since I last wrote I have met an- 
other friend from the district. Larry 
Edwards of Bassano is with the con- 
struction branch of the air force, 
Larry is well known from Gleichen 
to Bassano as he built the new wing 
on the Indian schoo] at Cluny which 
was added a few years ago. 

Harry Harrison expects to go on 
furlough with the first batch so “Look 
out Cluny I’m on my way!” 


There is a cannery across the bay 
handling herring and pilchards, A 
comrade and I recntly paid it a visit. 
I saw the fish elevated from the boat 
with cups on a belt like a grain ele- 
vator uses, It was rolling a, hundred 
tons or so to the top floor of the can- 
nery, where the process starts. The 
key men are whites but most of the 
labor is supplied by Japanese men and 
girls with a few white girls raised 
here and who are used to the work. 
I particularly wanted to see this work 
done as I have heard so many stories 
about alleged unsanitary; conditions. 
Also that once having: seen fish pack- 
ed no one would want to eat it but I 
could not find anything revolting 
about the place and took my can ot 
fish with out a shiver. Well, fish is 
fish and has not the same perfume as 
a carnation, so what? Cold water is 
run over the fish almost from the 
time it goes in to have its head cut 
off till it hits the cooker. A steady 
stream of fish are fed along an end- 
less belt or chain, are headed, scaled, 
packed in tins, go through the cook. 
ers, weighted, into a machine where 
the tomato sauce is added (if want- 
ed) the lid clamped on and shot out 
to be packed in wooded cases and 
ready for shipping. All the refuse 
goes through huge drums where it 
is dried and powdered Then sacked 
for use as a feed supplement or fertil- 
izer. That room has odor too, but 
what fertilizer hasn’t. Those who 
pack it seem to be used to it and look 
healthy enough. I wouldn’t recom- 
mend a job in the cannary as a pleas- 
ant way for a young girl trying to 
get through college to make some 
pocket money unless she can work 
fast, for she could make from four 
to five dollars a day,

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How Rent Centrol | 
Affects You — 


as a landlord as a tenant 


AS « part of the general plan to halt further increases in 
the Cost of Living, the Government on December 1, 
1941, extended the policy of the Price Ceiling to rentals 
for all commercial and housing accommodation in Canada. 
Generally spesking the new rental lews provide thet: 


(1) No oral os written lease for any commercial or housing 
accommodation (furnished or unfurnished) may legally 
be made after October 11, 1941, at a rental higher than 
the rentallawfully payable under the lease in effect on 
that date unless an application for increased rental has 
been made to and approved by al ocal Rentals Com- 
mittee of the Wartime Prices and Trade Board. Such 
an application must be based on specified circumstances 
arising since October 11, 1941. 


NOTE: Land and premiccs used solely for farm purpeses are 
net subject te rent contrel. 


(2) A tenant is entitled to a renewal of his lease unless the 
landlord requires the premises for certain reasons 
named in the Board's Rental Orders and has given the 
tenant a written notice to vacate within the time and 
in the manner prescribed therein. If this notice to 
vacate is contested by the tenant, the landlord must 
secure a Court Order for possession. 


Copies of all Rental Orders and Regulations of the 
Board and application forms for rental variations aze 
available from any of the regional or sub-offices of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board, and, in areas where 
such offices are not yet established, from the Clerk of 
any County or District Court or local Rentale 
Committee. 


VIOLATIONS of these orders ere punishable by law and should be 
teported in writing to the Prices end Supply Representative 
Regione! Office, Wartime Prices and Trede Board, et the nesrest 
of any of the following cities: Vancouver, Edmonton, Regine, 
Winnipeg, North Bay, London, Toronto, Brockville, Montresl, 
Quebec, Saint John, Halifax or Charlottetown.

Canada’s Seamen 


“If it were not for the men who man the Canadian corvettes and the 
men in the merchant navy, the war would have been over long ago, and 
the Swastika would be flying over Buckingham Palace.” In these words 
Commander H. D. Simonds of the Royal Navy, paid tribute to Canadian} 
seamen in a recent address before an Ottawa service club. ‘True it is, 
that the Battle of the Atlantic continues to be one of the grimmest phases | 
of the world struggle. It is a battle that started in September, 1939, when 
the Athenia was sunk, a few hours after war was declared, and has gone 
on to this very hour and moment when some ship may be floundering, the | 
victim of an enemy torpedo. During all that time there has waged a fierce 
and unrelenting struggle on the part of the Axis powers to break Britain’s | 
life-line to the new world, and an even grimmer determination on the part 
of the seamen of the Empire and the free democracies to keep that line 
intact.

Epics Of Heroism 


So far it has remained, strong and sure, and into the accomplishment 
of that task have been written new epics of heroism, in the already glorious | 
annals of British seamanship. Enough cannot be said of the courage of | 
the men of the merchant navy, who cross and re-cross the ocean in their 
small ships, risking death, or hours of horror on the sea, should they en- 
counter the enemy. Residents of Canadian sea ports are familiar with the | 
sight of these little ships, with their ugly coats of camouflage paint; each 
with an anti-aircraft gun jauntily perched on the after-deck. Undaunted 
they look, cutting through the waves on their way to join a convoy, and 
carry the “Red Duster" triumphantly across the high seas. The crews 
of these ships are’ made up ‘of steady-eyed men, who take their hazardous | 
work in a matter-of-fact way, and are determined to stay at their posts, 
without regard for the dangers that menace all their time at sea, 

If one were to talk with these men, there would be revealed a deadly 
hate for the Axis powers, and a firm resolve not to be turned from their 
tasks by any menace that may appear. Many merchant seamen have lost| 
their lives, many have been maimed, others will tell of having been tor- 
pedoed several times, but of having been “lucky’’ because they were rescued 
after hours or days of hardship. Now the struggle has spread to the Pacific, 
and as the battle in both oceans develops, Canadian sailors are playing | 
an increasingly important~part. Corvette ships, those small swift craft 
used so ‘effectively in anti-submarine warfare, are manufactured in large 
numbers in the Dominion. Manned by Canadian seamen, many of whom 
are those incredibly fine sailors from the Prairie Provinces, they ply out of 
our ports on convoy duty, and their exploits have been noteworthy. 

* * * * 
The Merchant Marine 

The Hon. Angus Macdonald, Navy Minister, recently paid tribute to 
Canadian merchant seamen and those of friendly nations, when he said, 
“Not fogs, or winds, storms, nor currents, mines, nor torpedoes, bombs, nor 
bullets, have deterred our merchant seamen from their vital task.” Mr. 
Macdonald also gave some interesting figures on Canada’s importance in 
the Battle of the Atlantic. He stated that since the beginning of the war 
some eight thousand ships have sailed from these shores, carrying over 
fifty millfon tons of food and war material to Britain. The flags of seven- 
teen nations have flown in convoys leaving Canadian ports, in what Mr. 
Macdonald called ‘‘a goodly company.” Canadian shipyards hum with | 
activity as crafts large and small are turned out in increasingly large num- 
bers, and across the country alert young men are drilling and studying in 
preparation for manning these ships that will play their part in once again 
affirming the Empire’s right to be called ‘The Mistress of the Seas.”

There are probably nicknames for 
these high appointments but at the 
moment I can't tell you what they 
are. Last time I would have “turned 
|out the guard” if I had seen any of

But to get back to “arms and ser- 
vices.” Here are the distinctions. 
“Arms” are the branches of the Army 
that carry out the tactical plans of 
the commander, They include: Artil- 
lery, Enginers, Signallers, Armoured 
Corps and Infantry. ‘Services’ look 
after the arms, support and supply 
them. They are: Royal Canadian 
|Ordnance Corps, Royal Canadian 
Army Service Corps, Royal Canadian 
Army Medical Corps, ete. 
| See? Simple, isn't it? 

Don’t think for a minute, though, 
| that when you refer to the Services, 
as supporting the arms that you are 
|not referring to fighting soldiers. | 
“Not by no means!” In the mechan-| 
ized, all-out war of to-day—the war | 
that the individual citizen’s army is | 
| being so highly trained to fight— 
every man in uniform is a fighting 
man who has. been trained first as 
a fighter before he was trained for 
or started work at his specialty. 

Some of you will remember the 
somewhat nasty jibe—which was 
made by members of the “Arms’’ at 
members of one of the services, It 
wasn't true, but to young hellions in 
uniform that didn’t matter. We used 
to say that “R.A.M.C.”" when you re- 
versed it stood for ‘Can't Manage a 
Rifle.” It seemed funny at the time 
even if I was sorry for it after I 
found out that the stretcher-bearer 
who led me out of nasty spot when 
I couldn't see to make my own way 
had put his own “tin hat’ on my 
head and carried on through a bom- 
bardment bare-headed. 

Well, funny or not, jibes of that 
nature can’t bé made at anyone who 
|wears a uniform to-day. Every) 
officer or man in both Arms and Ser- | 
vices starts his soldiering by taking | 
the regular elementary training 
course, A stretcherbearer in this war 
is as capable of assembling a Bren} 
gun from assorted parts in the dark | 
{as a medical officer is of carrying out | 
‘a major operation by the light of a 
motorcycle headlamp. 

The same is true of Ordnance, 
Army Service Corps—every service. 
| No matter what uniform a soldier in| 
your army wears he is a fighting 
soldier, 

Here is an interesting note while 
we are on the subject of all-round 
training. The trained mechanic, a 
man who is found in great numbers 
|in both “Arms” and “Services,’’ is a| 
qualified ‘‘first-aider,” having passed, | 
as has every combatant soldier, a St. | 
| John's Ambulance course during his 
elementary training. 
| There was an occasion in the only 
war we old-timers can talk 
with any authority when members of 
the “Services” turned to and did a 
;real job of fighting, do you remem-| 
ber? On that occasion cooks, bakers, | 
farriers, laundry-men and a host of | 
{other necessary, but not necessarily } 
war-like, odds and ends turned to 
with cleavers, picks and_ shovels, 
hammers-—anything that would serve 
as a weapon, They acquitted them- 
selves well, too. |

Cooking Eggs 
How To Obtain Best Results When 
Boiling Or Poaching 
Here are some interesting facts con- 


cerning with the cooking of eggs. | 


Oxtreme heat toughens the whites of 
eggs, so that a hard boiled egg will 
be more tender if allowed to cook 
slowly in water below boiling point 
for at least 30 minutes. In order to 
obtain best results with poached 
eggs, high quality eggs should be 
used, cooking them at below boiling 


| point in salted water that has reach- 


ed boiling point, draining them well, 
and serving hot. For ordinary boiled 
eggs, the water should be heated to 
boiling point. When 
placed in the water, the saucepan 
should be transferred to a warm spot 
on the range where the water will 
be kept below boiling point. For 
soft-cooked eggs, allow eight to ten 
minutes. 

To remove shells easily from hard- 
boiled eggs, plunge the eggs into 
cool water as soon as they are cook- 
ed. To avoid cracking egg shells in 


| cooking, place the eggs in cold water 


and bring to a boil, At that point 
the eggs will be soft-boiled. The 
whites of eggs are quickly beaten if 
the eggs and fhe utensils used are 
cold.

Birds Had Idea First 


But Man Has Surpassed Their Speed 
In Dive Bombing 

Dive bombing is a new science in 
the present war, but duck hawks and 
other species of birds use this dive 
method for destroying their prey. 
According to a United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture bulletin, duck 
hawks are the fastest flying birds re- 
ported. “One of these hawks,” says 
the bulletin, “diving on its victim 
flew 165 to 180 miles an hour ‘when 
timed with a stop watch. Diving at 
a flock of ducks, at a velocity of 
nearly 175 miles an hour, an aviator 
reports that a hawk, presumably a 
duck hawk, passed him as though the

Tracing A Wild Duck 


Wintered In New York City And Shot 
In James Bay Area 

The interesting tale of a black 
duck which wintered in a sanctuary 4 
in the heavily-populated New York 
area only to meet its fate in a 
sparsely-settled region of northern 
Ontario is revealed by a recent bird- 
banding return received by the De- 
partment of Mines and Resources. | 
The bird was shot in the autumn of 
1941 in the vicinity of Fort Albany, 
Ontario, on the west coast of James 
Bay, and subsequent investigation by 
means of the official numbered band 
it wore showed that the duck had 
been banded at the New York Zoo- 
logical Park in New York City dur- 
ing the winter of 1939. Although the 
duck found a safe winter haven in 
) the park, it had left the metropoli- 
|tan sanctuary and migrated north- 
; ward in the spring to attend to nest- 
jing duties. 

This incident is another illustration 
of the value of marking birds with 
official numbered, bands. Thousands 
of such records of the recovery of 
banded birds of many different kinds 
are now available in the central bird- 
banding bureaus in North America. 
By studying this accumulation of 
| data, ornithologists and conservation- | 
| ists solve many problems relating to 
the’ conservation and administration 


of native wild birds as an important |

You Must Have a Licence 
by March 31, 1942 


Every Person or Firm is Required to Have a Licence 


1. if engaged in the business of buying for resale or selling any commodity; or 


2. if engaged in the business of supplying any of the following services: 
the supplying of electricity, gas, steam or water; telegraph, wireless or telephone services; the 


% transportation of goods or persons; the provision of dock, harbour, or pier-facilities; warehousing 
+ or storage; undertaking or embalming; laundering, cleaning, tailoring, or dressmaking; 
ae hairdressing, barbering, or beauty parlour services; plumbing, heating, painting, decorating, 
cleaning, or renovating; repairing of any kind; the supplying of meals, refreshments or beverages; 

on the exhibiting of motion pictures; process manufacturing on a custom or commission basis.

NOTE: Persons who have’ already applied for or 
obtained a Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
licence should not apply again. 


WHAT THE LAW

After March 31, 1942, any official, representative, or 
investigator of the Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
may require you to produce your Licence Identifica- 
tion Card if you are subject to this licensing order. 


After March 31, 1942, you must notify the Director

EDMONTON

Free motion pictures may be shown 
in 400 Alberta points-as part of a 
new service inaugurated by the Un- 
iversity of Alberta extension. The 
new service is part of a dominion-wide 
scheme sponsored by the National 
Film Board and provincial education- 
ists, supported by other organiza- 
tions, “The purpose is to bring 
films of Canada at war and 
the story of Canadian jcitizenship 
to rural and small-town communi- 
ties,” said H. P. Brown of the Ex- 
tension Department. Five circuita 
are now being covered by projection- 
ists. 


Alberta’s enlanged school unit pro- 
ject is now completed, 50 of the larg- 
er divisions are now in operation 
throughout the province. Dr, G. Fred 
McNally, deputy minister of educa- 
tion, said the final goal was reach- 
ed through the setting up of Fairview 
division and pricr fo that one was 
organized at Strawberry division. 
west of Leduc. 


The oil and gas conservation board 
is still giving s‘udy, to the new pro- 
duction plan for Turner Valley out- 
lined by Dr. Gecrge Granger Brown, 
Michigan professor of chemistry and 
outstanding oil engineer who was re- 
tained to study the Valley’s potential- 
ities. The new plan is unique in 
having no counterpart anywhere. It 
has attracted a great deal of interest 
among oil optrators, 


Growing favor for the Alberta In- 
land route to Alaska, known as the 
“DPD” route, is reported among United 
States businessmen by Hon. W. A. 
Fallow. ‘The Alberta minister of pub- 
lic works was recently called upon by 
Vilhjalmur Stefanssen, noted Artic 
explorer who favors the route, to 
supply information regarding Fort 
Norman oil resources and _ the 
practicability of a winter road from 
the oilfield to the Alaska highway. 
It is said that President Roosevelt is 
now expressing open interest in an 
jAlaskan road, and that early action 
in the interests of hemisphere defense 
my be expected on one of the four 
routes projected, two of which pass 
through Edmonton, 


Possibility of introducing a common 
evrriculum through the schools of 
the prairie provinces was a major 
topic of discussion at Saskatoon, when 
western education officials met. Hon. 
Ivan Schultz, minister of education 
for Manitoba, said “Since Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan to a large degree, 
and Alberta to a lesser degree, have 


a as Si aay 


common economic conditions similat 
population types and toa large ex- 
tent common educational aims, if 
should be reasonable to have a com- 
mon curriculum.” Dr. Fred McNally 
will represent Alverta at the con- 
ference, 


Premier Aberhait said that he has 
received a request from Ottawa of- 
ficials for certain information re- 
garding, the liquor trade, which has 
been referred to the provincial of- 
ficials concerned. An outside report 
said the dominion was communicat- 
ing with all provincial governments 
respecting restriction of sales of al- 
coholic beverages during the war. Do- 
minion revenues from such sales a- 
mounted to $48,000,000 last year. The 
various provinces obtain somewhere 
about $40,000,000 in the aggregate. 
The dominion controls manufacture. 
Provinces control sales, Temperance 
workers charge the trade causes 
“economic waste”; others claim re 
striction wil] increase lawlessness. 


Belief that the trend of farm 
mechanization will result in langer 
Alberta farms was expressed by Dr, 
Robert Newton, president of the Uni. 
versity of Alberta, when he addressed 
the annual U.F.A. convention, “I do 
not mean that farms will be the same 
size in all parts of the province,” he 
Stressed. He claimed education, all- 
embracing in its nature, ia needed 
throughout the agricultural industry, 
and he praised educational facilities 
of the youth training pragram, 


Revised agreements concerning the 
transfer of taxing privileges to the 
dominion for the duration of the war 
and one year after have been received 
by the government. This was made 
known by Hon. Solon E, Low, provin- 
cial treasurer. Regarding staff mem 
bers of the income tax branch, the 
treasurer said it was understood the 
dominion would engage those not ab- 
sorbed in lother provincial depart- 
ments.There sre 52 members of the in- 
come tax branch, directed by E. -C. 
Shaugnessy, superintendent,
